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Hull's Speech 
RDELL HULL’S Sunday night address 
was one of the best he has made. If 
apeeches alone could silence the petty snipers 
and the powerfully-entrenched reactionary 
critics of our foreign policy, this speech 
should do it. But no matter how these hos- 
tile forces may now twist and turn, serious 
Americans of all viewpoints will agree that 
in the Secretary of State, the nation has a 
man who understands our country’s position, 
its responsibilities, and potentialities. 
Hull's speech was based on our broad na- 
tional interest. It reaffirmed full confidence 
in our great allies. It gave the perspective 
of eradicating fascism, and ushering in new 
democratic opportunities for the world. In 
fact, it was timed for the eve of our great- 
est military effort. While Hull was speaking 
with such confidence in the anti-Hitler coali- 
tion, American planes were bombing Posen, 
after assisting the Red Army’s advance with 
blows at Budapest and Bucharest. Thus Mr. 


Hull was preparing his own people politically 


for the great trials just ahead, while indi- 


cating to our friends abroad the bases of 
American policy. 

— The Secretary of State has been a slow 
but sure builder; he has worked from the 
bed-rock of our war-time foreign relations 
the Atlantic Charter, the Moscow and the 
Teheran declarations. Once these founda- 
tions are secured, and we agree that they 
will éndure, all unclarities, temporary short- 
comings, new problems can be resolved by 
consultation among the Allies and by demo- 
cratic discussion in our own country. It is 
the merit of Hull’s approach that he sees 
things just this way. The immense majority 
of the nation has confidence in this approach, 
and will fully agree with it. 

Among the outstanding features of the 
speech was the way Hull integrated the At- 


_lanitic Charter with the more recent achieve- 


i ts of Moscow and Teheran. He stressed 


„ 


that the Charter was no holy code, no im- 


mutable blueprint of the future. It was a 
Perspective; it does not conflict at all with 
the Moscow and Teheran accords, nor does 
i dar the great powers from meeting new 
issues as they arise in Europe. In this way, 
Hull refutes all those who have tried to 
employ the Charter to beat the Moscow and 
concords. 

--Likewise, Hull stresses the prime responsi- 
bility of the four major powers in the coali- 
tion without in any way disparaging the 
Tole of the smaller-countries. Here also, he 
on solid ground. Only those who really 
Wish to break the unity of the four major 
powers will have any reason for complaint. 

Speaking of our aims in broad terms, Cor- 
dell Hull emphasized that we want a stable 
and progressive Europe, with all traces of 
fascist institutions and leaders wiped out. 

Serious and realistic democrats will agree 
on both counts. Fascism is the only force 
in Europe today making for chaos and dis- 
order; the peoples’ movements, arising to 
vanquish fascism, are all of them in favor 
of order and wish to avoid chaos. But only 
the forward-looking, progressive forces are 
capable of making this possible, as Mr. Hull 
recoynizes. And here lies a most important 


contribution of his address.

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For example, it is clear that the Italian 
am is at last loosening up. Hull's ac- 
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knowledgement of the six democratie parties 
who are now trying to change the character 
of Marshal Badoglio’s regime is very signifi- 
cant. 

On France, the Secretary made perhaps 
his most important specific contribution, and 
we are prepared to agree with his approach 
one hundred per cent. The United States 
wishes to recognize a government for France 
only when the people itself have elected it. 
Very well, the most far-sighted, responsible 
elements On Algiers are agreed that Gen. 
De Gaulle’s Committee is provisional. 

But the United States is willing to turn 
all civilian authority over to the French 
Committee as our armies develop the second 
front. That is really decisive. It eliminates 
any experimentation with the AMG; taken 
together with the State Department’s March 
2ist pledge not to deal with Vichymen, it 
means that the single, greatest obstacle to 
an American-French rapprochement has been 
removed. The importance of that for our 
military security in France is obvious. 

What we have then is a foreign policy, in 
the interests of the nation, conforming to 
the immediate needs of the war, and har- 
monizing with the great forward flow of 
world history. But as Hull indicates. we still 
need full national unity behind that policy. 
And to facilitate that unity, the Administra- 
tion proposes bi-partisan Congressional com- 
mittees to help formulate the mechanism of 
a new world organization. Hull goes further: 
he appealed for an end to petty controversies 
over non-essentials, an end to factional and 
partisan attacks, which have come mostly 
from the leadérship of the Republican Party. 
To achieve this unity, the Secretary’s speech 
provided the necessary information and the 
arguments; but the motive power of this 
unity must be an aroused and conscious pub- 
lie opinion. 

Only an all-national support for our for- 
eign policy, a support for the President who 
has shaped that policy, can silence and iso- 
late the defeatists, and strengthen the morale 
and understanding of the nation on the eve 
of great battles. Labor, together with pa- 
triotic public men from all classes, with the 
Administration’s leaders in Congress doing 
their part, can supply that motive power for 
genuine national unity. That is what the 
present movement demands, and the future 
will need even more.

It starts from the 
premise in the Baruch report that 
problems of war production and 
reconversion cannot be separated, 
and proposes an over-all office of 
War Mobilization and Adjustment. 
In this respect, it differs from the 
George-Murray bill which would set 
up a separate Office of Demobiliza- 
tion. 


It provides for representation of 
labor, industry and agriculture on 
a National Production-Employment 
Board which will map general pol- 
icy. It sets up a Program and Plan- 
ning Bureau to review and coordin- 
ate war and post-war programs. It 
gives small business safeguards in 
the disposal of surplus property.

The New ALP Set-Up 


ATURDAY’S American Labor Party state 
committee meeting marked the restora- 


tion of democracy in that party. 


The oppressive hand of an autocratic, bit- 
terly factional and sectarian leadership was 
finally removed. The result was the election 
of a leading body which fulfills the pledge 
made by Sidney Hillman in the course of 
the primary campaign. It is broadly repre- 
sentative of the party membership in the 
various areas of the state and in the trade 
unions backing the ALP. 

The election of Sidney Hillman as chair- 
man is a distinct departure from old prac- 
tices. No false Alfange or Counts front was 
established, behind which a Dubinsky could 
operate anonymously in directions opposite 
to those desired by the membership. The 
new ALP state organization is headed by a 
man who is an acknowledged national leader 
of labor’s political activity. : 

Outstanding liberal figures outside of the 
ranks of labor are included in the leadership. 
Among the vice-chairmen are prominent 
ministers and educators. Its executive com- 


__ mittee includes, for perhaps the first time, 
two farmers. The fact that such men as

In adopting a strongly-worded resolution 
urging the President to run and pledging him 


full support, the state committee was giving 
voice to the position of labor and liberal 
sentiment in the state. Its action is of con- 
siderable political importance since the re- 
sults of the elections in New York will de- 
pend largely upon the extent of ALP influ- 
ence and activity in uniting the people be- 
hind the President’s candidacy. The same 
holds true for the re-election of Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace and Senator Robert Wagner, 
both of whom received the backing of the 
state committee. 

The ALP leadership demonstrated its po- 
litical alertness when it took action on behalf 
of revision of the Little Steel wage formula, 
one of the key domestic issues facing the 
nation. This, too, marks a break with past 
practices wherein the ALP state leadership 
remained supine in the face of great polit- 
ical struggles.
